The note charges that it is Hitler's 
goal to crush Poland, not mercly‘ to 
take Danzig, ‘and adds that Nazi pro- 
baganda on the German minorities fs 
slmply a repetitlon of the Nazi 
methods used against the Sudetens., 

Ut is plainly refutes Hitler's cluims 
to sincerity nnd desire for peace with 
Poland, 


Tn conclusion the note declares that 
Britain and France will never permit 
a victory for Hitler which “would 
condemn ‘the world to the slavery of 
human moral valucs and the destruc- 
tion of liberty.” : 

Referring to Hitler's allegations of 
Polish atrocities the note says, “He 
says nothing of the atrocities of which 
the Polish civilians were victlms and 
against) which the Polish civilians 
were victims and against . which 
President __Roosevelt___protested,"-—.

for nbout twenty minutes Hitler had 
dimculty in finding his words, in 
finishing off his hackneyed phrases. 
And the well-picked crowds to which 
he spoke from the beautiful, old

WHAT HITLER cannot fathom, 
ax he' rants and raves of the per- 
fidy of democracies who wage war 
on him, is that the entire world 
wants peace, We do not doubc 
but that Germany wanta pence, as 
Hitler decluimed in his Danzig 
speech yeaterday—but to him _ it 
must be t pence on hig own terms. 

The world suapecta, with good 
reason, that the price of pence 
will be, German hegemony in 
Europe. Czecho-Slovakia has al- 
ready gone. Memelland fs back in 
the fold, Poland is torn and shat- 
tered, ready for dismemberment. 
it is all so yery obvious that no 
nation is safe whilst this modern 
and lustful. conqueror wiclds such 
power that, at ¢ word of command, 
legions of machines and armed 
-men_will-trample_into.the.dugt the. 
independence of a free people.” 

Nothing new arises from Hitler's 
speech, What is chiefly significant 
ix the fresh evidence that be con- 
tinues to be wedded to the method 
of the mailed fist. He could easily, 
had he been so) minded, driven, 
triumphantly into Danzig after 
negotiation and without the atten- 
dant horror of force, which has 
cluimed so many innocent Polish 
lives. oo 

With Hitler, menaces have be- 
come an end in themselves: and 
anything obtained without them is 
by so much lesa worth having, 
The manner of his sugreaaton 
against Poland only makes it more 
obvious that, if Britain and France 
were to “call it off", new agires- 
ajons would bo in store for each 
of his nelghbours. * 

Poland is gone. Other castern 
European ‘nations, particularly 
Rumania and Hungary, will hove 
cause for fresh alarm in the demise 
of their neighbour, just os the 
Christmas turkey who sees his 
companions’ heads xo one by one 
under the chopper dismally notes 
that each time a head ja chopped 


means that his turn is 60 much 
nearer. 

Poland has never enjoyed the 
sense of security which some 
nations felt when German, might 
was’ climinated “from European 
politics.in 1919. -and which the 
‘Poles might have been expected to 
feel because Russia, as well as tho, 
Central Powers, lost the Great 
War. For though each of these 
countries was for a timo weakened, 
Poland always had to reckon with 
two possibilitics whose existence 
aide by side constituted a parndox, 
One was that Germany and Ruasin 
might some day go to war againat 
each other: the second was that 
they might take an opposite course 
and become allied.. ‘The, latter 
event unhappily. occurred; in 
either event, however, Poland's in- 
dependence was jeopardised.
